Uiiifer^ty Congress 




The final meeting of the present session of 
University Congress was called to order by 
Speaker Bone in University Hall last Satur- 
day evening. On motion of Mr. Bullock, of 
Virginia, the rules were suspended and con- 
sideration of an extra session this summer 
under^ak^. After some disQussibn it was 
decided to hold an extra session beginning the 
first Friday evening in Jime. Speaker Bone 
' . appointed Mr. Shelton, of Mississippi, a com*- 

^ mittee of one to consult the University au- 
l " thorities and obtain necessary permission for 
V 'the use of the hall. . 

y * On motion of Mr, Caldwell, of Tennessee, 
y the clerk was instructed to defray all proper 
. exposes of the extra session out of the ftmds 

\ of the present Congress. \ 

I The bill repealing acts of Congress which 
/ ' permit the circulation of national bank notes 

was laid on the table. The chair then recog- 
^ Anised Mr. Riddell, of Washington, .on the 
- resolution favoring a sale of the Philippines. 

^ Mr. Riddell contended that tropical coloniza- 

tion deprived the nation of its best blood. ' 
He argued that the germs of self-Govemment 
were^ absent in the Philippines, tha£ sover- 
r eignty of some power wotdd be necessary for 
numy years and that Japan understood the 
peculiar problems of those people as we never 
. ; could. 1 

Mr. Shommer, of Wisconsin, opposing the , 
measure, contended that the time was not yet 
ripe for sale of the islands, contended that 
they were of value in themselves and vital 
to our enforcement of the open-door policy 
fn the Far East. Mr. Merritt, of Arkansas, 
also in opposition, labelled the sale of the 
islands as .unpatriotic. He contended that 
we owed the islands the duty of civilizing the 
Filipinos, a duty we should not shirk. He 
contended that no pectmiary considerations 
should shake us from the determination to 
fulfil that obligation, but that in retaining 
the Philippines we wotild both do our duty 
and reap pecuniary benefit. 

Mr. Everett, of Maryland, in closing the 
debate devoted most of his time to rebuttal, 
one of his strongest contentions being that 
the advocates of a sale of the Philippines were 
as patriotic as its opponents and that a sale 
of the islands to Japan for $50,000,000 would 
be the best way out of a b^ bargain. The 
resolution passed. 

The Congress 4 jssignated Mr. Caldwell, of 


Tennessee to call the extra session to order 
the first Friday in Jime. 


Virginia Debate 

In view of the fact that there were only 
eight competitors in the first preliminary De- 
bate to determine the make-up of the team 
which will debate £^inst the University of 
’^rginia, the judges have deemed it advisable 
to select only four speakers from those who 
competed Tuesday. There will be, however, 
another preliminary Debate at the opening 
of the College year next fall, and at that time 
any students of the University, including those 
who spoke Tuesday but who were not selec- 
ted for the Final Prelimniaries, may compete 
for participation in the Final Preliminary De- 
bate. 

From among those who spoke Tuesday 
evening the judges have selected the following 
gentlemen as entitled to participate in the 
Final Preliminaries:
